Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Euro Domination 4 (Disc 1) is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication is a DVD comprising, primarily, a feature depicting intense sexual activity between 
men and women. The feature depicts a range of material that degrades, dehumanises and demeans 
women, such as forceful and controlling sexual conduct by men, combined with contemptuous 
treatment that has strong overtones of sexual violence. The availability of this material is likely to 
be injurious to the public good given the encouragement it gives to an audience to find women's 
degradation by men as sexually arousing. Frequent viewing of this material by some people is likely 
to contribute towards a misogynistic attitudinal shift. The Classification Office considered whether 
to offer the publication's distributor an opportunity to make excisions to the feature, however the 
material referred to above is so pervasive that excisions are not feasible in this instance. 

Given these factors, the Classification Office is of the opinion that the availability of the 
publication would likely be injurious to the public good. This classification interferes with the 
freedoms set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, but the outcome is a reasonable 
limitation and consistent with Parliament's intention. It reflects the concern of a free and 
democratic society to prevent the availability of publications that are likely to be injurious to the 
public good. 
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
